Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Species I (Figures 1-2, claims 1-7 and 10) in 
the reply filed on 1/16/09 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that a 
reasonable number of species is set forth in the present application. This is not found 
persuasive because the examination of more than one invention (i.e. since each 
invention has its own distinctness) is a serious burden to the examiner. Applicant's own 
specification describes the mutually exclusive characteristics of the species and 
resulting distinctness between inventions. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Applicant's election with traverse of Species I, (Figures 1-2, claims 1-7 and 10) is 
acknowledged. However, claims 3-7 and 10 do not correspond to figures 1-2, as 
elected by the applicant. 

Claims 3-10 and 40-58 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected Species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on 1/16/09. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
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separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Palmer, U.S. Patent No. 1783159, in view of Ragsdale, U.S. Patent No. 2222802. 

Palmer '159 discloses a hand-held reel (see figure 1), a central receiving core (4, 
4) mounted between a pair of end flanges (1, 2), each end flange having a handle 12 
and offset from a central axis of the core (see figure 1), wherein each handle comprises 
a base portion 1 1 and rotatably mounted on it's respective flange, see figure 1. 

Ragsdale '802 discloses a substantially C shaped grip portion B with inwardly 
depending arms 5, 6, which allows at least one finger of an operator there through, see 
figure 2. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the handle of Palmer '159, by using a different shape of 
handle as taught by Ragsdale '802, to provide a better grip or stability during winding or 
unwinding.
